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CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


Reports from the Various Paper Markets—Some Mills Report 
Trade as Very Good, With High Grades Leading 
in Demand—Fairly Active Jobbing Trade. 


The New York trade is still complaining about the poor 
demand for paper. Of course, there are exceptions to 
the general outcry, but the fact is that they are none too 
numerous. The best reports in regard to the situation 
come from the leading manila manufacturers and from 
the jobbers who handle manila papers. Two of the latter 
have said this week that their sales for February were 
ahead of those of last year. Another encouraging feature 
is the report that the inquiry for manilas is larger than it 
has been. In regard to the prices for them there is said 
to be no change. All are considered weak except the best 
grades. In writings and books the market is quiet. This 
is the testimony of two of the prominent jobbers in those 
grades. Both of these gentlemen have this week said 
that business with them during February was dull, and 
that, so far this month, there has been no improvement. 
The prices on both book and writings remain unchanged. 
Buyers are still getting along somehow in the hope that 
the market will go to pieces. Some large contracts have 
been placed at fair prices for book paper this week, so a 
few commission men report. The representatives of some 
of the leading book mills continue to tell the same old 
story about having plenty of business. The smaller manu- 
facturers are as yet not complaining. The quotation on 
super, ordinary grade, is still at the 3/2 cent mark. Sales- 
men who have been out of town report that business is 
better away from New York and that fair prices can be 
obtained. On news paper the asking prices of one big 
company are 2.30 to 2.35 cents for current business and 
2.20 to 2.25 cents for contracts, with 2.15 cents offered and 
declined. Another big company, through its sales agent, 
said that these quotations were not far out of the way. 
He said, though, that there ought not to be more than 5 
cents difference between contract and carload business. 
His figures were about 2.20 to 2.25 cents on contracts and 
about 2.30 cents for current business. From another quar- 
ter a quotation of 24 cents for carload orders was re- 
ported. The general opinion is that practically the whole 
local paper market is quiet.

High Grade Papers in Demand. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., March 4.—For two weeks preceding 
this letter your correspondent has drawn attention to the 
unusual condition of business in different grades of paper 
that is now being presented, high grade papers being in 
most brisk demand, while lower grades are suffering to a 
very considerable extent. The situation as previously de- 
scribed still prevails, and if possible the extremes are even 
more pronounced than before. Managers of the writing 
paper mills in this vailey report that they have never 
known business better than it is at present. Orders keep 
coming in with increasing impetus, and bookings are be- 
ing made a long distance in advance. One of the prin- 
cipal writing mills is now largely increasing its rag room 
force in the effort to keep pace with the demand made 
upon its output The condition of the paper market gen- 
erally is measured by the state of the market for the lower 
grades, but the present situation is anomalous and this 
rule no longer holds good. The manufacturers of book 
paper are laying the blame for their present distressing 
experiences to the manipulation of the chemical wood 
market. The breaking of the price of this staple has had 
a bad effect upon book papers and lower grades generally, 
insomuch that book papers are said to be very nearly 
as low as they were two years and more ago. The mar- 
ket for news is reported to be fairly good and prices are 
being well sustained.

Mixed Conditions in Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 4.—A peculiar state of affairs 
exists in the paper trade. Some mills are actually rushed 
to the point of desperation, while others report discour- 
agingly slow trade, with prices about as unsatisfactory as 
they well could be. 

Said a well-known manufacturer: “We wish we had an- 
other machine right now. It would be of inestimable 
value to us, as we are away back in our orders and do 
not know how we are going to meet the situation. Every- 
body is calling for papcr, paper, paper, all at once. Yes, 
prices, it is true, are a little off, but we will not change 
a whit. Since December they have been somewhat low, 
but at present they are as firm as could be expected with 
conditions as they are. I cannot explain how trade dif- 
fers in some sections, but I can repeat honestly that if we 
had another machine at this time it would be of great 
advantage to us.” 

Another gentleman remarked that trade was fairly satis- 
factory, while others complained considerably. It is al- 
ways easy to find the enthusiastic manufacturer, but the 
valley is blessed with a number of ultra-conservative 
tradesmen who give their opinions of trade«rather re- 
servedly, of course, but with the assurance that what is 
said is most reliable. 

It is interesting to note the theory of one member of 
the trade regarding present conditions. Said he: “They 
can talk as they will, but I maintain that this situation of 
low prices comes from overproduction. Yes, sir, I tell 
you we have returned to that condition. When trade 
brightened up a couple of years ago many mills were pro- 
jected, and as a result there is too much paper on the 
market. Last year was the heaviest from a commercial 
standpoint in the trade within my recollection, and I have 
been identified with it for many, many years. It is suffi- 
cient to cite the local situation to bear me out in my 
point. Right here in our own valley several machines 
have been added within a year. At Hamilton,~Franklin, 
Middletown and in our city large additions and improve- 
ments have been made, increasing the output of all grades. 
I do not think you can particularize as to which grade of 
paper is now suffering most from this overproduction. 
True it is that news paper has stood out about as well as 
any. The increased consumption of news incident to the 
improvements of large daily newspapers has bad a won- 


derful effect on that branch of the business. Never before 
in the history of the country, I may say, have the indus- 
trial and business concerns of the United States resorted 
to more expensive advertising than during the year just 

It has been an epoch maker in that respect, and 
grades of paper found a market that otherwise 
would have been only slightly called for. It seems that 
the unprecedented rush has. had its climax in overproduc- 
tion, which necessarily reduces prices. This is about the 
size of it in my estimation, and I believe many others 
share the opinion.” 

It is certain that prices have been weakened. Persistent 
inquiries as to the cause bring from most tradesmen the 
reply that they cannot understand the situation. Perhaps 
the gentleman quoted above is about right in his surmise. 
General trade showed a decline of fully 20 per cent. this 
week, and the paper trade shared the depression.

BRITISH TRADE NEWS. 


Olive & Partington, Limited—The Mills It Will Take Over 


and Its Capital—Employment in Paper Trade— 
Mechanical Pulp More Active. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonvon, February 22.—Olive & Partington, Limited, has 
been chartered, the nominal capital being £400,000, in £5 
shares, 40,000 of which are preference shares. The com- 
pany is to take over the Turn Lee & Dover Mills at Glas- 
sop, and the Broughton Bridge Mills, Salford, with 
branches at Manchester, London, Birmingham, Glasgow 
and elsewhere. The names of the subscribers to the arti- 
cles of association, each subscriber taking fifty ordinary 
shares, are as follows: E. Partington, H. Partington, O. 
Partington, R. B. Sidebottom, E. W. Allen, Mrs. Sarah 
Partington, Mrs. Alice A. Sidebottom and Mrs. Leah J. 
Ward. The number of directors is to be not less than 
three nor more than seven. 

According to the labor correspondents of the Board of 
Trade, employment in the paper trade, taking the United 
Kingdom as a whole, remained good during January. The 
percentage of unemployed union members at the end of 
the month was 1.6, as compared with 1.4 per cent. in De- 
cember, and 2.4 per cent. in January, 1900. In the Tyne 
and Wear district of the North of England four paper 
mills were fully employed during the month, but four others 
only worked short time. Employment among the pulp 
workers at Hartlepool was reported to be moderate. Chem- 
ical works at Liverpool and the neighborhood also found 
trade moderate, and employment in the same line at Mid- 
dlewich was stated to be normal. Paper mill workers at 
Leeds and the vicinity had been fully employed, and in the 
Barnsley district paper makers were also busy. The china 
clay workers in Plymouth and the Southwestern district 
were well employed. 

There is not a great deal of activity in the paper trade. 

Mechanical pulp is showing more life, there being more 
offers for forward delivery, while sellers are more inclined 
to meet buyers’ views. For prompt delivery £7 10s. is 
asked for dry pine and £3 5s. for moist. In chemical 
fibre, the market is very firm, notwithstanding almost en- 
tire absence of demand. Sulphite, unbleached, first qual- 
ity, is quoted at £9 15s. to £10 and bleached at £12 10s. 
to £13 10s. 

The chemical market is quiet. Alkali is firm at £4 15s. 
to £5. White caustic soda 76-77 per cent. stands at £11, 
and soda crystals at £3 5s. to £3 10s. Bleaching powder, 
which is in excellent request for export, is quoted £7 to 
£7 5s. for soft wood casks on rails. Salt cake stands at 
29s., and recovered sulphur, £4 17s. 6d. to £5 2s. 6d. Alum 
is firm, lump being quoted £5 to £5 2s. 6d., and ground 
£5 12s. 6d. to £5 15s. Briton. 


An Echo of the White Paper Company Failure.

Dayton, Ohio, March 4.—In the suit of the Superior 
Coal Company et al. against the defunct White Paper 
Company, a reply has been filed averring that $80,000 of 
the present liabilities of the White Company existed at 
the time of and prior to the date of the transfer of stock, 
and the further averment is made that the liabilities of 
the company, now unpaid, greatly exceed the amount 
of the entire stock issued. The plaintiff asks for a judg- 
ment against Marshfield Steele for the amount of stock 
held by him. It was generally”supposed that litigation 
had long ago ceased in the White Paper Company’s fail- 
ure, as every stockholder who possessed anything at all 
has paid up on several occasions. The collapse was the 
werst in the history of the valley, and caught many in- 
vestors who could ill afford to lose their savings. With 
the Middletown Paper Company’s break-up and the sud- 
den desertion of the Snider Mills at Hamilton, it forms a 
disagreeable chapter of the panic ¢f 'g3.

Pulp Mills in Ottawa and Maine—Grand Rapids Boom Com- 
pany—Ambherst Pulp Manufacturing Company 
—Dominion Lumber Company. 





Orrawa, Canada, March 4.—A bill has been introduced 
in the House by Mr. Champagne for the incorporation of 
the Ottawa and Hull Power and Manufacturing Company,

N. M. Jones, of the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company, of Lincoln, and C. W. Mullen, of Bangor, are 
the chief promoers. Surveys are now being made for a 
spur track of the Canadian Pacific Railway to the mills. 
The other mill will be located three miles above Lincoln 
on Mattagamus Falls. It will be supplied with sulphite 
pulp from the Katahdin mills at Lincoln, and will manu- 
facture 30 tons of manila paper daily. In the enterprise 
N. M. Jones and others of the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company are interested. 





Amherst Pulp Manufacturing Company. 

RicHMonD, Va., March 4.—At Snowdon, Amherst 
County, the Amherst Pulp Manufacturing Company has 
bought property, and is now erecting a pulp plant. This 
property lies on the opposite side of the river from the rail- 
road. The company is composed almost entirely of Rich- 
mond capitalists, and owns a tract of 5,000 acres, the 
greater portion of it covered with magnificent timber. 
The tract was once owned by the Jordans, a family of iron 
manufacturers famous in the valley and mountains of Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. An old charcoal furnace was for 
years operated on the property, and the Confederate Gov- 
ernment made thousands of tons of iron there. The mag- 
nificent roads through the mountains on the property were 
built by the Confederacy. 

A large mill for the manufacture of paper pulp is being 
erected on the site of the old furnace. A dam of great 
length has been thrown across the river to furnish the 
power for the factory. The pulp will be manufactured 
from pine wood cut on the property. The mill will be in 
operation in a few months. Va. 





The Dominion Lumber Company. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AxBany, March 4.—The incorporation of the Dominion 
Lumber Company will mark the inauguration of one of 
the largest lumber and pulp wood producing concerns 
in the United States or Canada. The company has been 
formed to exploit the timber resources of Nova Scotia. 
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Henry Patton, of this city; Walter D. Beardmore, of To 
ronto, Ont., and Herbert R. Wells, of Canton, N. Y., ar: 
the principal stockholders. They have bought over 100, 
000 acres of the finest timber land in Nova Scotia and wil 
immediately install saw mills and pulp mills. The prop 
erty extends along the shore of St. Margaret’s Bay and 
inland along the Indian, Ingraham, East and Hubbard 
rivers. There are no forestry laws in Nova Scotia. Mr 
Patton states that the lands have been surveyed, and con 
servative estimates place the spruce and hemlock suitable 
for pulp wood at 2,000,000 cords and 500,000,000 feet for 
sawn lumber. Mr. Patton said that the plans for th 
pulp mills have not been developed as yet, but something 
will be done in that direction this coming summer, when 
the most available water power on the rivers named will 
be utilized for pulp making. W. E. T.

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THAT RUSSIAN TARIFF. 


Dayton Machinery Men Pleased at Secretary Gage’s Letter 
to Them—He Hopes That Proper Representation 
Will Remove the Difficulty, 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 4.—Mill machinery men are 
elated over the letter written to the Dayton Board of 
Trade by Secretary Lyman J. Gage, which seems to be 
the first official declaration of his attitude on the excess 
duty on iron and steel manufactures imposed by the Rus- 
sian Government, and the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile 
Company, the Dayton Globe Iron Works, the Black & 
Clawson Company, the Seybold Machine Works, the 
Leffel Wheel Works and many concerns indirectly con- 
nected with the trade were interestd, and insisted upon 
a full understanding of the situation. Mr. Gage assured 
the board that every effort would be made to remove the 
duty on manufactured products, and that he hoped upon a 
proper presentation of the matter to the Russian Govern- 
ment by the Department of State the order of the Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance will be revoked. 

“The allegation of discrimination appears to be un- 
founded, in view of the fact that sugars coming from other 
bounty paying countries are subjected to additional 
duties,” he said, “and it is regretted that the Russian 
Minister should have considered our action in the light 
of a discrimination against the Russian commerce and 
have withdrawn from our imports into Russia the privi- 
leges of the conventional tariff of that country, to which 
the United States is entitled under the ‘most favored na- 
tion’ clause in our treaty of commerce and navigation 
with Russia of 1832.” 

Every exporter of mill machinery in which iron and 
steel are used as materials will be gratified to learn that 
the duty promises soon to be removed and that the Rus- 
sian trade will not long be interrupted. Some Dayton 
concerns are preparing large shipments, and had fears 
that the trade in that country would be ruined. M. V. 


The Island Paper Company, 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
CarTHAGE, N. Y., March 4—Everything is moving 
along very satisfactorily at the big paper mill of the 


Island Paper Company. It was just sixty-four days from 
the date of the adjustment of the fire loss that the manu- 
facture of paper was resumed. This at first was not 
thought possible by many because the weather conditions 
were not suited for rebuilding. The machine now run- 
ning is turning out some Io tons of hangings every twenty- 
four hours, and the best part of it is that orders are now in 
hand to keep this one machine running day and night for 
a full year. 

The largest machine has arrived and is being ‘set up. 
It required fourteen cars to carry it. It was made by the 
Black & Clawson Company, Hamilton, Ohio. The ma- 
chine will have a capacity of 20 tons per day, and will 
manufacture No. 1 manilas, bag and fibre papers. An 
important contract has just been closed with John Wana- 
maker, whereby all the wrapping paper used in his big 
New York and Philadelphia stores will be furnished by the 
Island Paper Company. 

A 300 horse power Fitchburg engine has been pur- 
chased and was expected to arrive this week. This will 
give abundant power. This engine, it is said, will be the 
largest in use in the Black River Valley.. The mill will be 
admirably protected from fire when the automatic sprink- 
ler system now being put in is completed. 

Steel girders and steel joists take the place of the 
wooden ones used in the old mill. The floors and roof 
boards are of wood. These could burn and not inter- 
fere to any appreciable extent with the running of the ma- 
chinery. The old rate of insurance was about 85 cents 
on every $100 of insutance. The new rate will be about 
10 cents on every $100 of insurance—a saving in this item 
alone. 

P. D. Taylor, of the Victoria Mills, Fulton, an expert 
in the paper making business, is the new superintendent. 
He has arrived here with his family and has moved into 
a house on Church street. Ed. Niles will have charge of 
the millwright department. F. M.

News mills, according to a report of the Leipsic Cham 
ber of Commerce, were busy last year and were in a posi 
tion to enforce an adequate improvement in prices, much 
to the disappointment of buyers. 

The question of growing esparto in some part of 
Saxony has been under discussion, but after giving the 
matter full consideration the directors of the German 
Botanical Gardens do not consider the climate favorable 
for such an experiment. 

Austrian mills making chromo papers and art papers 
report business as very unremunerative. It appears that 
production has increased enormously during recent years, 
and competition has been greatly fostered thereby, so that 
prices have declined very greatly.

“Don’t Lose a Sale” Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PHILADELPHIA, March 4.—The editorial in last week’s 
PAPER TRADE JoURNAL based upon the Philadelphia let- 
ter calling attention to the fact that the house clearing out 
of odds and ends of inferior news paper by a large con- 
cern now operating on other grades, at specially low 
prices, had caused a number of other houses to cut prices 
beyond the limit of reason merely so as not to lose sales, 
received the warm approbation of all members of the 
Philadelphia trade, for all read it. Said one of them: 
“Think of the failures in this city during the last two 
or three years and you will have a list of concerns which 
were guided by the policy ‘Don’t lose a customer; lose 


profit, even capital first.’ If local dealers had one short- 
coming—and it can hardly be spoken of as entirely of the 
past case—it was this inordinate ambition to swell the vol- 
ume of business at the expense of the profit account. 
Take the last failure as an illustration. Charles M. 
Stoever & Co. tried to swing a million dollar business on 
a capital not half large enough and on a 3 per cent. basis. 
Somebody is paying for their experience now. I know 
that when the accounts were studied it was not with the 
ever present question: ‘How much did we make this year?’ 
but ‘How does the amount of our sales compare with the 
preceding year?’ If the figures of sales exceeded those 
of the past there was happiness; otherwise dissatisfac- 
tion. 

“Despite experience there remain some houses, a very 
few, who have not freed themselves from the influence of 
the volume-at-the-expense-of-profit policy. A cut in price 
by any house is immediately met by the others, irrespect- 
ive of conditions. ‘Unless we match the figures of the 
opposition, trade will go there this time and very likely we 
shall lose it altogether. If we meet the price, we retain 
the trade and will have an opportunity in the near fu 
ture, very likely, io make up our profit on another article.’ 
Such is their policy. To demonstrate its foolishness is 
almost a waste of words. The persona] element is re- 
moved from trade; the day when purchases were confined 
to one house because in years past they had been so con- 
fined is gone. Buyers favor this house to-day; the op- 
position to-morrow. They have no sentimental regard for 
the past, and when a house cuts prices simply to meet 
those of its lowest competitor it is cutting its nose to 
spite its face. No one reaps a benefit save the. purchaser, 
and he isn’t a bit grateful. As THe Paper TRADE 
JOURNAL points out, a trade organization in Philadelphia 
could make itself very beneficial to dealers, and could 
readily prevent this price competition where there is no 
benefit at stake.” E. R. G 


Fire at Dayton.

The Ohmer Car Register Company, 
which uses considerable paper, was damaged, the loss 
amounting to $35,000, protected by $15,000 insurance 
This firm is officered by Rochester (N. Y.) and Dayton 
men, and $50,000 has been expended the past two years 
in preparing for the business which had just been estab- 
lished M. V. 


More Columbia Plants to Be Sold.

The different power owners are mak- 
ing preparations for higher water than usual this spring 
on account of the big quantity of snow in the woods, al- 
though the high water will be governed very largely by 
the weather conditions for the next few weeks.

A Bureau of Statistics. 

For years the question of collecting the statistics of the 
paper and pulp industry has been discussed not only in 
trade circles generally, but also at the meetings of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association. Years ago the 
matter was brought up at the midsummer gatherings 
at Saratoga, and more recently it was revived at a mid- 
winter meeting in New York. The majority of those 
who have shown interest in the gatherings of the trade 
have favored a systematic and official collection of sta- 
tistics showing the growth of the trade, the capacity of its 
mills, their production, the consumption of product, &c. 
The only statistics that the trade has had have been those 
presented by THE Paper TRADE JOURNAL, the more recent 
efforts of the Bureau of Labor at Washington and the 
special census just taken, the results of which are not yet 
announced. 

The feeling that there should be a move in the direction 
of acquiring some official knowledge of its make-up and 
working forces by the trade itself led to some meetings 
here in New York last week, the outcome of which has 
been that President Hastings, of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association, has been authorized to go ahead and 
formulate a plan for the organization of a bureau of sta- 
tistics, he being assured of the influence and support of 
many prominent members of the trade. 

The organization of such a bureau, and the putting of 
its work on a substantial, practical basis, will be a dis- 
tinct benefit to the trade. It will be of assistance to every 
branch of the trade, and THe Paper TrapE JOURNAL 
heartily wishes President Hastings success in this under- 
taking. The carrying out of the plan will mark his ad- 
ministration as one deserving of the commendation of 


every paper maker. 


Imports and Exports. 

On another page of this issue of THe Paper TrapE 
JOURNAL we print the details of the imports and exports 
of paper, &c., for January, 1901, and for the sevem months 
ended January 31, 1901, with comparisons with the figures 
for corresponding periods of last year. 

The figures are interesting and demonstrate that we 
continue to progress as we have for some time in the way 
of placing United States paper in foreign markets. In Jan- 
uary, 1901, we imported paper to the value of $281,137, and 
exported it to the value of $575,149, leaving a balance of 
trade in our favor for the month of $294,012. In the seven 
months ended January 31, 1901, our imports of.paper ag- 
gregated $2,352,354 and our exports $4,246,534, leaving a 
balance of trade in our favor of $1,894,180. In the seven 
months ended January 31, 1900, we imported $2,163,373 and 
exported $3,292,803 worth of paper, which gave us for that 
period a balance of $1,129,430 in our favor. In the corre- 
sponding seven months ended January 31, 1901, we have 
increased that balance $764,750. 

Omitting from consideration the “all other’ item in 
the Government account, the main growth of the export 
business has been in printing and writing papers. In the 
seven months ended January 31, 1899, we exported writ- 
ing paper and envelopes to the value of $88,219, while in 


the seven months ended January 31, 1901, we exported 


similar goods to the extent of $278,011. This is encour- 


aging, and shows that the work done is producing re- 
sults, but the figures are not yet as large as they should 
be. In the seven months ended January 31, 1809, we ex- 
ported printing paper to the value of $1,362,283, and in 
the seven months ended January 31, 1901, to the value of 
$2,061,093, a material and substantial increase. 

The rate of progress is good, but by the end of the year 
it will probably be increased, and the returns at that time 
will undoubtedly show a much larger movement of paper 
out of the country. 

In the pulp department the returns indicate somewhat 


of a change. While we are yet heavy buyers of pulp, our 


demands on foreign sources have decreased, the imports 
for the seven months ended January 31, 1901, aggregating 
$062,790, as against $1,208,718, the value of our pulp im 
ports in the seven months ended January 31, 1900. On 
the other hand, our exports have increased, being $664,- 
201 in the seven months ended January 31, 1901, as against 
$246,351 in the seven months ended January 31, 1900. 


Some time ago THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL mentioned 
the fact that at a meeting of the Norwegian Paper Manu- 
facturers last June they discussed the question of procur- 
ing the best possible reports on the state of the market, 
and all agreed that the reports contained in Tue PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL are by far the best and most reliable. 
The editor of Farmand, the organ of the Scandinavian 
trade, was requested to communicate with THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL as to the possibility of obtaining a tele- 
graphic summary of its market reports each week for pub- 
lication in Farmand. Such an arrangement was com- 
pleted two months ago, and a summary is now cabled 
weekly to Farmand. 

Work has been begun on the twenty-seventh annual 
edition of Lockwood’s Directory of the Paper, Station- 
ery and Allied Trades, and this edition will surpass its 
immediate predecessors so far as features of interest to 
the trade are concerned. The supply of the twenty-sixth 
edition is now entirely exhausted, and the publishers are 
declining orders and returning remittances. Former edi- 
tions have been exhausted, but never so quickly as this. 
The fact is the latest issue of the book was of so superior 
a character as a guide to the various branches of the 
trades represented that it was eagerly purchased, and is in 
daily use in all sections of the country. 





The machinery men of the Miami Valley, who were 
fearful that their business with Russia would be ruined 
by reason of the new tariff provisions of that country, are 
reassured by a letter that they have received from Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage. Mr. Gage states 
that he believes that upon proper representation the Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance will revoke his recent order. 
Some of the manufacturers to whom Mr. Gage’s letter is 
addressed have now under way large orders for Russian 
houses, and an insistence on the Russian Minister of 
Finance’s order would work great injury. 


As was pointed out in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL last 
week, the people of the Philippines are very willing to use 
paper in its various forms if they can only obtainit. Upto 
date their supply of the article has been very meagre. In 
view of the possibilities for the paper trade in that market, 
the part of the proposed Philippine tariff that we print 
on another page will be of peculiar interest at this time. 


A director of a pulp company up the State has filed 
an annual report signed by only himself. He alleges that 
the other directors will not, or at least have not, made a 
report, and so he “goes it alone.” Evidently he does not 
propose to be charged with negligence and any of the 
results that may follow it. 


The Opposition in Canada demands that the Dominion 
enact a law providing that all logs cut in that country be 
manufactured there, or if exported before manufacture 
that they pay a tax. The demand has not yet been com- 
plied with, but there is no telling what may happen. 


Reports as to trade conditions are very varied now- 
adays. Some mills say that they are so crowded that they 
cannot make deliveries on time, while other mills admit 
that they could take care of further orders if necessary. 


A corporation over in New Jersey has been chartered 
“to carry on any business whatever.” That charter would 
certainly seem to be liberal enough. 


The water indications are being watched closely just 
now, and while some localities are short in supply, others 
are fearful that they will shortly Aave too much.

OBITUARY. 


STEPHEN M. GLApwIN. 

Stephen M. Gladwin, for years a well-known figure in 
the paper trade, died at his home in Leonia, N. J., on 
Tuesday, March 5. The funeral services will be held to- 
day on the arrival of the 1:20 train from the foot of 
Chambers street, New York. 

Stephen Miller Gladwin, son of Nathan Buckingham 
and Sally (Miller) Gladwin, was born in Middletown, 
Conn., October 19, 1820. After obtaining his education 
in the private schools of his native place, he engaged in 
business with his father, who was a merchant. In the 
winter of 1847 Mr. Gladwin arranged with Joseph Carew 
to engage in the manufacture of paper, and with that gen- 
tleman and other capitalists he established a mill at South 
Hadley Falls, Mass. The original shareholders were 
Joseph Carew, Nathan Gladwin, Stephen M. Gladwin, 
Selden Gladwin, Sylvanus Gladwin, Whiting Street, 
Aaron Bagg, Cyrus Frink, Edward Ball and Frederick

M. Street, with one or two others. The Carew Manu: 
facturing Company was organized, with Nathan Gladwin 
as president, Stephen M. Gladwin treasurer and clerk, and 
Joseph Carew agent. There had formerly been at South 
Hadley Falls two paper mills, one owned by David and 
John Ames and the other by Howard & Lathrop. The 
power for these and other manufacturing establishments 
was obtained by means of a wing dam thrown out into the 
river. Although this power had long attracted the notice 
of capitalists, its full purchase could not be attained. 
About 1845 a disastrous fire oceurred, which swept away 
all the old mills and their appurtenances. Josiah Bard- 
well was a part owner of the South Hadley Falls water 
rights. He died about the time of the fire, and Joseph 
Carew became one of his executors. Mr. Carew at once 
began to purchase the mill sites, and after a time he ac- 
complished his end, they becoming a part of the posses- 
sions of the Carew Manufacturing Company. 

In 1853 Mr, Gladwin bought out the interests of Whit- 
ing Street, Aaron Bagg, Cyrus Frink, Edward Ball, Fred- 
erick M. Street and others, and they, joining in business 
with Joseph C. Parsons, built the first paper mill in Hol- 
yoke. Later Mr, Gladwin disposed of his interest in the 
Carew Company and became connected with Grant, Dan- 
iell & Co., of Boston.

American Coated Paper Company. 


The American Coated Paper Company, which was in- 
corporated for $100,000 last January, is making prepara- 
tions to coat paper in New York city by the process pat- 
ented by Walter Sparks in 1894 and 1895. The plant of 
the company is to be located on the west side of the city, 
between Twenty-third and Thirtieth streets, in one of 
three desirable buildings now under consideration. The 
officers of the new company are Walter Sparks, president, 
and J. B. Marquand, secretary and treasurer. These gen- 
tlemen, with Thomas Watson, all of New York city, were 
the incorporators of the company. 

At first only two 58-inch coating machines will be in- 
stalled. These are to be run by electric power. They are 
expected to be started up about May r. The speed at 
which they will run has been given as 150 feet per minute, 
turning out together a total of 8 tons of coated paper a 
This product is to be gradually increased to meet 
the demand. By the end of the year the officials of the 
company expect to have at least ten machines running 
The product of the company is to be sold to the trade in 
the New York market. 

When asked about the American Coated Paper Com- 
pany this week, Walter Sparks, its president, said to a 
representative of THE Paper TRADE JOURNAL: “The new 
company is to coat paper by means of my patented ma- 
The patent was taken out in 1894 and reissued in 
i895. The principle of the new process is an apron dryer, 
which, carrying the paper, runs over steam pipes. By this 
method the paper is dried evenly and the imperfections 
of the old system are done away with. We first feed the 
paper from a web into the coating machine. It is then 
carried over the apron dryer into the other coating ma- 
chine at the other end, where the reverse side of the paper is 
coated, and then it is carried back again over the dryer and 
afterward rewound. In other words, we coat continuously 
cne side after the other. By the use of my patented machine 
the production can be increased from 1% to 4 tons per day, 
or about 300 per cent. gain. This increased production will 
allow us to sell coated paper under the market price if we 
care to do so. As we dry the paper by a uniform heat, 
we will have very little waste. About half of 1 per cent. 
will cover our waste. Since the paper will be uniform, 
better results will be obtained in its use. The coating on 
our paper will not ‘pick.’ This is a serious fault with the 
present supply of coated papers. Besides coating and dry- 
ing the paper, our plant will be equipped with calenders, 
cutters, &c. We shall buy our body paper wherever we 
can get the best bargain. We expect to have our paper

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News FRomM THE [IILLS. 


The Muncie Pulp. Company has installed new steam 
boilers in its plant at Muncie, Ind. 

The Neenah (Wis.) Paper Company is just completing 
the erection of its new paper machine, and hopes to be 
able to start it the last of this week or the first of next 
week. 

The Flambeau Paper Company at Park Falls, Wis., has 
lately started its new ground wood mill, and the new pa- 
per mill is nearing completion, so that it is expected to be 
in operation in from four to six weeks. 


By a fire in the steck house of the Nonotuck mill of the 
American Writing Paper Co., at Holyoke, February 26, a 
small amount of stock was lost and a few tons of coal de- 
stroyed. The damage was slight and the buildings will be 
immediately repaired. 

The Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah, Wis., has the 
materials on the ground, and as soon as it is able to shut 
down will rebuild the wet end of its 78-inch Fourdrinier. 
It will also add the Reeve’s speed device, and is anticipat- 
ing much benefit from these improvements. 

The Fox River Paper Company, of Appleton, Wis., is 
requiring the girls working in the rag room of its mill to 
have their eyes examined for color blindness, which in a 
number of cases has been found to exist to such a de- 
gree as to interfere with their work. When such a defect 
is discovered the person affected is given work in some 
other department. 

The Kimberly & Clark Company last week placed an 
order with the Valley Iron Works Company, of Appleton, 
Wis., for fifteen screens and two beating engines. The 
screens will be placed in the company’s mills at Niagara 
and Appleton, and the beaters are a portion of the equip- 
ment for the new paper shavings department at the mill of 
the Telulah Paper Company. 

The Taggarts Paper Company is contemplating ex- 
tensive repairs at its mills at Felts Mills and Great Bend, 
N. Y., during the coming summer, involving a shutdown 
at each mill for perhaps three months. Cement and steel 
will replace all the wooden floors, and the paper ma- 
chines will be thoroughly overhauled and modernized. A 
new dam will be built at Great Bend and new water 
wheels installed. The managers have timed the shutdown 
to take place just at the time of the starting up of the new 


St. Regis mill, so as to be enabled to transfer their orders 
to that mill. This will take the present product of the 
Taggarts Paper Company, about 4o tons a day, out of the 
market for a period of three or four months during the 
summer and fall. 

Oscar Thilmany, of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills, 
of Kaukauna, tells the correspondent of THe Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL that he expects to receive next month his new 
machine for waxing paper. The waxing of paper will be a 
new enterprise in the Fox River Valley. Mr. Thilmany 
says he cannot yet tell just what kinds of paper will be 
waxed, but he expects eventually to be able to.cover the 
field very thoroughly. 

The name of the company that is to build a new mill in 
Brownville, N. Y., is the Brownville Board Company, 
which was incorporated this week, with its principal office 
in the town of Hounsfield, opposite the village of Brown- 
ville. This company is to rebuild a pulp and paper mill 
on the site of the old Globe Mill, which was recently 
burned down. It is expected that the new mill, exclusive 
of equipping, will cost between $75,000 and $100,000. The 
capital stock of the company is $60,000. There are 600 
shares, with a par value of $100 per share. The duration 
of the company is to be fifty years. The three directors, 
with the number of shares owned, are: J. Munson Gam- 
ble, 350; C. Willard Gamble, 240; Blanche C. Gamble, to. 

The Remington-Martin Company continues its winter 
activity at Norfolk, N. Y. Charles H. Remington, the 
originator of the enterprise, practically lives there, paying 
only flying visits to his home in Watertown, and to con- 
sult with Frank A. Hinds, to whom are intrusted the gen- 
eral plans of the work. The endeavor is to complete all 
preliminaries this winter in order that the actual work of 
building the big mill may be begun in the spring. The 
heavy stone foundations for the main building are all laid 
and the preliminary work on the flume is in progress and 
being rushed. A large amount of rock excavating has to 
be done and is proceeding swiftly and with satisfactory re- 
sults. The first consignments of the steel which will be 
used in the structural work of all the buildings are ar- 
riving. 

The big canal and tailrace of the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany, Eggleston, N. Y., are now both completed so far as 
the excavation goes. The tailrace is now as wide and 
somewhat deeper than was originally planned. The canal 
is finished, except for sloping the earth sides and laying 
the slope wall, which will be done as soon as the snow 


The boiler house is finished and the four 300 horse 
power steam engines are set. Superintendent Decker ex- 
pects to fire up and run them this week. Westinghouse, 
Church, Kerr & Co. are doing the steam engineering 
work.

Rebuilding the Kimberly & Clark Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeToNn, Wis., March 4.—While the Kimberly & Clark 
Company has not perfected in detail its plans for the re- 
building of the Kimberly mill, it has decided one important 
point, and that is to replace the three paper machines by 
two of larger size. The idea will be to secure virtually the 
same product from the two machines as formerly from the 
three, amounting to about 50 tons of news a day, and at 
the same time save a good deal of the expense of operating 
one machine. The width of these machines has not been 
definitely determined, but they will be in the neighborhood 
of 124 and 138 inches respectively. 

Nothing has as yet been done toward clearing away the 
débris of the fire, as the insurance adjustment is still going 
forward. It has not been possible to complete all the in- 
ventories yet. As it will take a considerable time to get 
the new machines, there will be plenty of time to get the 
wreck cleared-away and the buildings replaced before the 
machinery will need to be put under cover.

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THE FOURDRINIER MACHINE. 


The Early Days of Its Use—Cost of Machines—Production 
—Economy Over Vat Paper Making—Prejudice 
Against Machine. 


In the course of an article on British paper making in the 
nineteenth century, a writer in the World’s Paper Trade 
Review speaks as follows concerning the early days of 
the Fourdrinier machine: 

“As early as 1806 the patentees stated that one of their 
machines, even if employing nine men, would turn-out as 
much paper as seven vats, with forty-one men. The cost 
of a year’s output from seven vats was estimated at £2,604, 
and from the machine at £734, thus showing a very great 
saving. On an average the expense of making a hundred 
weight of vat paper was then 16s., whereas the machine 
could produce the same quantity for 3s. 9d. The price ofa 
Fourdrinier machine in 1806 (apart from the royalty fees) 
was £1,250, exclusive of delivery and erection, but as time 
went on Donkin was able to turn them out much cheaper, 
even as low as £715 (for a small machine) in 1813. And 
the econoniies made possible by the introduction of the 
machine were not Only in point of labor, but also in regard 
to time. For instance, under the old vat system, if a spe- 
cial parcel of paper was required, and a particular con- 
signment of rags was sent in to the mill for use in its 
manufacture, as much as. three months might elapse be- 
fore the- paper was delivered, whereas from a machine 
fitted mill it could, in some special cases, be had in a day 
or two. The width of these early machines was generally 
from 48 to 60 inches, and the running speed about 28 feet 
per minute. The wire was at first 33 feet 6 inches in 
length, but 25 feet was suggested in 1809 as the most 
fitting dimension: their life, at first but two or three 
months, was afterward four to six. But even aiter the 
paper was made delivery was retarded by two potent 
causes, one being the slow and cumbrous machinery of the 
Excise Office (whose myrmidons had to see and examine 
practically every sheet before it left the mill), and the 
other the defective means of carriage then existing. Paper 


was generally dispatched from the mills, in those pre-. 


railway days, by wagon, the average speed of which was 
something under a mile an hour! 

“After the financial crash of 1810, the paper machine 
building business passed mainly into the hands of Bryan 
Donkin, though the Fourdriniers still took great interest 
in it. Up to 1813 he had only turned out ten machines 
from his Bermondsey works, but in 1814 the first export 
order came, for.two machines for the Imperial Paper 
Mills at St. Petersburg, which were sent over there and 
under the personal superintendence of one of 
Henry Fourdrinier’s sons. The royalty agreed on was 
£700 per annum for ten years, but owing to some legal 
quibble the patentees never received the money, although 
they applied to the Russian Government again and again, 
and Henry Fourdrinier went over to St. Petersburg him 
self as late as 1841, and personally petitioned Nicholas I., 
but without result. The mention of this incident leads us 
to another point in connection with the matter. Although 
very few machines had been built prior to the bankruptcy 
received after that .date, but 


erected 


of 1810, more orders were 
many of the paper makers who gave them took a mean 
and unfair advantage of the monetary difficulties in which 
the Fourdriniers then found themselves, and refused to 
pay any royalty fees. The assignees in the bankruptcy 
probably had their hands sufficiently full of other matters 
for some years aiter the firm came to grief, without en- 
tering into a series of legal contests with the defaulting 
paper makers, and thus the rights nominally conferred by 
the possession of the patents remained in abeyance for 
about six years. At the end of that time (1816) the other 
details in connection with the failure had straightened 
themselves out somewhat, and so the assignees took ac- 
tion in a large number of cases. But the legal machinery 
of the realm moved very slowly in those days, and eight 
years elapsed before a decision was reached in a test case 
It was in favor of the patentees, but in the following year 
(1825) the defendants moved for a rule for a new trial, and 
got it. Owing to this appeal, the former favorable judg- 
ment could not be enforced in the meantime, and seeing 
that the patents had now expired, and that £5,000 had al- 
ready been expended in law costs, the assignees did not 
pursue the matter any further, and so the outstanding fees 
were never recovered. This part of our history does not 
how up the trade of that day in a very honorable light, 
but it is satisfactory to know that only a very small pro- 
portion of the paper makers of the time can have been 
concerned in these discreditable proceedings. The entire 
number of licenses granted under the patents, during the 
fifteen years commencing with 1807, was only forty-two, 
about a dozen of which were issued in 1807, after which 
there yas no businesg done it this way until 1816. The

annum for every additional vat. During the interregnum 


in the granting of licenses, the patentees issued a second 
statement, setting forth once more the advantages of their 
apparatus, which had by that time beeen considerably im 
proved, so that only three men were needed to run it, 
notwithstanding that it could turn out twice as much as in 
1806, at a fourth of the expense. 

“As we have already stated, only a very few mills then 
possessed machines (nct more than thirty-eight had been 
built up to 1823), and the proprietors of many others were 
positively opposed to the invention, alleging that its adop- 
tion would ruin their trace. It will have been gathered 
from the description given in previous articles that the 
plant of an early nincteenth century vat mill was of a 
limited and indeed primitive description, not calling for 
the outlay of much capital, but the putting down of a 
Fourdrinier machine, costing perhaps £1,000, was quite 
outside the means of the humbler class of paper makers, 
of whom there must literally have been hundreds in this 
country at the opening of the nineteenth century. After 
vainly protesting for some years, the proprietors of some 
of the Kentish mills, in 1819, got the then M. P. for 
Maidstone to present a petition to Parliament on their 
behalf, setting out that the use of machinery produced 
no advantage to the public, but a worse article, and only 
tended to throw a profit into the hands of monopolists. 
By “monopolists” the petitioners doubtless meant the 
wealthier sort of paper makers, who were in a position to 
put down machines and thus drive the little men out of the 
market. This is precisely what has occurred, although 
Kent is still the principal English stronghold of the vat 
process. Another point that tended to the extinction of 
the small paper maker was the fact that he was practically 
at the mercy of his workmen, who mostly belonged to a 
club or union, which dictated to the masters in the matter 
of hours, wages or what not, and paper making by hand 
being a skilled industry, recourse could not be had to 
“free” labor. On the other hand, the owner of the ele- 
mentary Fourdrinier machine of that day needed only a 
few men of ordinary intelligence, as steam power was not 
then in general use. Thus he could turn out paper much 
quicker and cheaper than could his old-fashioned rival. 
But the change did not come about all at once, as nearly 
forty years after the introduction of the machine (i. e., 
in 1838) there were between 500 and 600 paper mills, 
mostly of the vat type, in the United Kingdom, although 
the use of hand made paper for books had then been al- 
most abandoned. In 1814 the Times was first printed by 
steam power, on a cylinder machine, and henceforth the 
march of improvement in the means of production on one 
hand, and of consumption on the other, went on apace. 
The hand press of the printers, like the vat of the paper 
makers, began to be relegated to the limbo of things that 
were. The new style of printing simplified and cheapened 
the production of books and newspapers, which were 
therefore called for in ever increasing quantities. More 
and more paper was thus required; it could not have been 
supplied by the old process, but the Fourdrinier machines 
were equal to the task, and the rapidly increasing output 
of that indispensable commodity was never ahead of the 
equally increasing demand, so that the forward move- 
ment of literary progress in the nineteenth century was 
fairly started.” 

Cheney Bigelow Wire Works New Factory. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 4.—The directors of the 
Cheney Bigelow Wire Works, at a recent meeting, voted 
to proceed with the building of a fine brick structure, in 
which will be located a number of large looms for weav- 
ing the heavy wire work. The plans for this new build- 
ing have been prepared by B. Hammett Seabury, the arch- 
itect, and the contract for the building has been let to L 
O. Eaton for $16,793. The cost will be largely increased 
by smaller contracts. The erection of this building, with 
the installing of the big looms, will necessitate the employ- 
ment of a large number of additional skilled workmen in 
this department, as well as an increase in the number of 
employees in the wire drawing department, where addi 
tional machines will be placed. It means a very much 
larger output for the entire works. The looms to be in- 
stalled are of an unusually large pattern, and will include 
one each to weave netting 162, 150, 126 and 12 inches in 
width, respectively, and four that will give a width of 136 
inches, 

The new building will be located at the corner of Hey- 
wood and Warwick avenues and parallel to the main build 
ing, which is known as the old Warwick Bicycle Company’s 
plant. It will be 44 feet 8 inches by 148 feet 8 inches in 
size, with two stories, built of brick. It will have a pitched 
The construction will be most substantial and 
thorough, the brick walls to be heavy and built with the 
pilaster effect. The ends.will have the brick extending to 
the top, with semi-circular windows in the centre of the 
The plan of the building is peculiar in that the 
first floor will be entirely clear, without any posts or other 
incumbrances. This will give a clear floor space of 40 by 
144 feet, and 12 feet high. The floor will be of granolithic 
material, very hard and smooth. The second floor will

be of heavy hard pine planking, covered with rock maple, 


laid smoothly and with almost invisible joints. This floor 
will be laid on 12-inch steel eye beams, 8 feet on centres 
and connected with the steel roof trusses 12 feet above by 
means of 1%-inch steel rods, with clevis connections and 
turn buckles. The roof trusses will be of the Fink pattern, 
all steel, and placed 8 feet apart, and the roofing will be of 
the best Brownville (Me.) black slate. The only obstruc- 
tions in the space in the second story will be the 1%4-inch 
rods, making this floor practically clear, with a ceiling 12 
feet high to the bottom of the trusses and 23 feet to the 
trusses in the centre. The window openings will be broad 
and high, giving ample light in all parts of the building. 
There are broad double doors, with glass fronts and tran- 
soms, at each end of the building,.and one single door on 
the south side for connection with the main building. There 
will also be a connection with the main building from the 
second story by means of a covered bridge, reaching across 
the driveway from the southeast corner of the new building. 
The palisades have offsets at the second story with brown- 
stone caps, and the many windows will also have brown 
stone sills with brick caps. The cornice will project beyond 
the palisades about 13 inches, and will be of the mill con- 
struction pattern. There will be a stairway at either end 
of the building leading to the second story, and the toilet 
rooms will be located beneath these stairs.

To Determine Ownership of Stock. 


Burrato, N. Y., March 4.—Justice Kruse, in the Spe- 
cial Term of the Supreme Court, has handed down de- 
cisions upon motiors made in the actions brought by 
Mary W. Bagley, of Niagara Falls, against Josephine W. 
Winslow and against the Pettebone-Cataract Paper Com- 
pany and others. 

The suit brought by Miss Bagley against Mrs. Wins- 
low was to recover $11,629.20 and interest since January 
10, 1893, upon a promissory note. In this action a mo- 
tion was made to vacate an order for the examination of 
the defendant before trial. Justice Kruse refused to va- 
cate the order, but held that the examination should be 
limited solely to the question as to whether or not Lauren 
C. Woodruff, Mrs. Winslow’s father, acted as her agent 
in making payments upon the promissory note. 

The other suit brought by Miss Bagley against Joseph 
T. Jones, Mrs. Winslow, the Pettebone-Cataract Paper 
Company and others was to determine the ownership of 
certain stock in the company which the plaintiff and Mr. 
Jones both claim. In that action a motion was made to 
vacate the order for the examination of the plaintiff be- 
fore trial. Justice Kruse held that the motion was de-

C. Woodruff regarding the stock 4n question.

Valve for Wood Pulp Digesters—Details of the Device— 
Machine for Making Paper Pails—Trade Mark 
tor Paper and Envelopes. 


James H. Baker, George F. Shevlin and Frederick H. 
Baker, of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., have been granted pat- 
ent No. 668,946 for a valve for wood pulp digesters. The 
valve is illustrated herewith. 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a vertical section and partial 
elevation representing the improvement. Fig. 2 is an end 
view of the sleeve. Fig. 3 is an end view of the clamping 
nut. Fig. 4 is an inverted plan of the valve face. 

The valve body a is provided with flanges a’ to connect 
the same in the line of piping from the digester or other 
structure, and this valve body includes the cylindrical in- 
clined portion having a flange a*. The bonnet b of the 
valve rests upon and is securely bolted to the flange a’, 
and the said bonnet is made with an integral interiorly 
threaded hub / for the threaded portion c’ of the valve stem 
c, and the said valve stem c is made with a head ¢ at the 
lower end, and a nut d fits around the valve stem ¢ ad- 
jacent to the head c’, and the valve disk e receives the head 
¢ and the nut d, the nut d screwing into the open end of 
the valve disk, so as to hold the head of the valve stem 
freely within the same, so that the said head and stem can 
turn without turning the valve disk as the same is screwed 
to place in closing the valve. 

The valve face f is preferably of acid proof metal, and 
both the valve face and the body of the valve may, if de- 
sired, be made of bronze metal. The outer face of the 
valve disk ¢ is made with dovetailed recesses 2 and the ad- 
joining surface of the valve face f is made with dovetailed 
ribs 3, these parts fitting tightly together, so that by the 
said dovetailed ribs and recesses the valve face f is held to 
the valve disk e. The periphery of the said valve face is 
tapering, as is also the adjacent corner of the removable 
valve seat g, against which the tapering surface of the 
valve face fits when the valve is closed. 

The valve seat g rests against a shoulder in the valve 
body at the base of the inclined portion of the valve body, 
and there is provided a removable sleeve h, adapted to be 
passed into the inclined portion of the valve body with its 


lower edge against the valve seat g, and the said remov- 
able sleeve is provided with an opening 4, agreeing with 
the opening in the valve body and providing a passage 
from one end of the valve body through the valve seat g 
into. the removable sleeve h through its opening 4 into the 
other portion of the valve body, and this removable sleeve 
h is provided with a lug 5 adjacent to its upper edge. 
which lug enters a recess 7 in the valve body a, and the

upper end of the valve body adjacent to the flange a’ is 
interiorly threaded to receive the nut i, which screws 
therein and comes down upon the removable sleeve h, and 
this nut i is provided with holes 6 for a spanner, which 
screws the same to place and forces the removable sleeve 
h against the valve seat g to hold the same in position. 


The lug 5 of the sleeve A in the recess 7 of the body a 
prevents the action of the nut 4 turning the sleeve h, as the 
said nut is screwed to place. 

The bonnet 4 is made with a stuffing box and gland k, 
through which the valve stem ¢ passes, the said stuffing 
box forming a closure around the valve to prevent the 
escape of the liquid passing through the valve and con- 
necting pipes. In the. operation of the parts the rotation 
of the valve stem c in one direction forces the face of the 
valve against the seat g to close the same, and in the 
other direction the valve is lifted from the seat to any 
desired extent, so as to permit the free passage of the 
liquid or pulp material from the digester in the paper mill. 
When the valve becomes more or less worn, leaky, or 
useless and it is desirable to replace any one or more of 
the parts, the bonnet b is readily removed by unscrewing 
the bolts or nuts securing the same to the flange a’, and 
with the removal of the bonnet the valve stem ¢, the nut 
d, the valve disk e, and the face f all come away from the 
valve body. The nut d may be unscrewed from the disk 
e and the face f removed from the disk e, so that any of 
these parts thus exposed may be readily renewed. 

With the parts just named removed from the valve body 
a spanner may be employed to engage the nut i, unscrew 
the same, and back it out of the valve body. The remov- 
able sleeve A is then readily lifted out of the valve body and 
access obtained to the valve seat g for its removal. New 
parts can then be inserted in place of the said parts re- 
moved, and the valve and bonnet replaced ready for use 
without in any sense disturbing the valve body a in the line 
of piping.

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FORESTRY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


What Was Done by the Spaniards—The United States 
Bureau of Forestry Has Now Taken Hold—Two 
Trained Lumbermen to Be Sent There. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 4—The Division of 
Forestry of the United States Department of Agriculture 
has selected from its working force two trained lumber- 
men with some knowledge of forestry, to be sent to the 
Philippine Islands in compliance with a cable request of 
the Taft Philippine Commission. The persons selected for 
this work are Grant Bruce, formerly a State forester in 
New York, and Edward Hamilton. Both of these men are 
expert lumbermen, with some training in forestry, and 
have been selected in view of their special fitness for the 
Philippine work. 

A bureau of forestry was established in the Philippines 
in April, 1900, with Capt. George P. Ahern, Ninth United 
States Infantry, in charge. The work of this bureau has 
convinced the Taft commission of the great importance of 
the timber lands as a natural source of wealth and of the 
necessity of putting the bureau on a substantial footing 
and handling these woodlands under scientific forest 
methods. Furthermore, it is evident that the cutting of 
timber under proper regulations will provide a large and 
increasing annual revenue to the Government. It has 
been found necessary to permit the cutting of timber to 
supply the present pressing needs, but care has been taken 
at the same time that the cutting should be done in a man- 
ner that would work no injury to the future growth of the 


forests. These considerations lead the commission to 
cable to Washington for trained foresters to assist in 
putting the service on a more satisfactory footing. 

Under the Spanish adminstration the timber lands of the 
Philippine Islands were in charge of a department of for- 
estry, which was organized in 1863. The personnel of 
this department was made up of expert foresters, rangers, 
clerks, draughtsmen, &c., the higher officials being selected 
from the Spanish Corps of Engineers. 

After Captain Ahern was appointed he received author- 
ity to employ a small number of foresters, rangers .and 
clerks; by September his office force had been doubled, 
in order to handle the work of the bureau properly. The 
call for activity on the part of those in charge of the 
Bureau of Forestry was emphasized at once by the lumber 
famine in Manila and other important towns, owing to the 
destruction of buildings in the war, and the increased de- 
mand for good dwelling houses resulting from the large 
influx of Americans. For these reasons the felling of trees 
and the marketing of lumber had to begin soon after the 
establishment of the bureau. 


The work of that bureau was confined for some months 
to the Island of Luzon, but recently has been carried to 
other points in the archipelago. The present plan of the 
bureau is to cover all the important forests as the de- 
velopment of the working force will permit. One great 
drawback which is retarding the work of the bureau is 
the lack of capable and active subordinate officials. It is 
difficult to find men familiar with the forest conditions 
and the uses of the woods of the Philippines who are en- 
tirely satisfactory in other respects. It is believed that the 
best means of securing a competent and efficient force is 


to employ new men and train them on the ground as 
speedily as possible. In this work Messrs. Bruce and 
Hamilton will be able to render valuable assistance. 

The bureau was recently reorganized so as to consist of 
an officer in charge, an inspector, a botanist, a chief clerk, 
and stenographer, a translator, a law clerk, a record clerk, 
ten assistant foresters and thirty rangers. It is the inten- 
tion of the officer in charge to work up a forest service on 
the lines of the work carried on in the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture through its Division of Forestry. 
_The wholesale destruction of timber will be stopped, and 
the cutting will proceed under regulations looking to the 
future yields of the forests. The fire question will also 
receive close attention. 


The forest lands of the Philippine Islands, it is estimated 
by Captain Ahern, cover 40,000,000 acres; larger in ex- 
tent and greater in value than the forests of India. There 
are 385 species of timber producing trees, and about fifty 
more species as yet unclassified. Included in the above 
list are very hard woods, capable of taking a beautiful 
polish; woods that resist climatic influences and the 
attack of white ants, and still others that are especially 
suited for sea piling or for use as railroad ties. There are 
many varieties of trees producing valuable gums, oils and 
drugs. Rubber and gutta percha are abundant in 
Mindanao and Tawi-Tawi, while at least seventeen dye 
woods are found within the limits of the archipelago. 
Cocoanut palms grow without care or cultivation 
throughout the islands. There are also many varieties of 
palms, bamboo, canes and rattan which are of commercial 
value, and will afford profitable employment to native 
labor. CAPITOL.

Cordage and Twine Advance. 


The leading cordage and twine manu- 
facturers of the country held another meet- 
ing at the office of the Lawrence Cordage 
Works, 46 South street, last week. As a 
result of their canvass of the situation the 
selling price of all sisal products was ad- 
vanced % cent per pound.

It is believed by some manufacturers that 
a saving in freight of from 60 to 70 cents 
per ton of coal could be made with the 
river opened.

Hardly any cartage is 
paid now by the mill, as the coal cars are 
run direct to them by a system of branch 
or spur tracks and in a majority of cases 
the coal is unloaded directly from the 
cars to the storage bins.

PAPER.—Some improvement in business is reported 
this week by a number of men in the trade. Still, the 
gain is not enough to dissipate the dullness that has pre- 
vailed for a long time. The market continues compara- 
tively quiet, with prices somewhat unsteady. But as quo- 
tations have already reached bed rock in nearly all grades, 
lower figures are not often heard of. It is said, however, 
that sales have been made recently a little under the 
market. Naturally the details of such transactions are 
kept quiet. Up to date news paper still leads as the strong- 
est, in the matter of quotations at least. The demand is 
also said to be fairly good. On carload lots and for tran- 
sient business 2.30 to 2.35c. is the quotation furnished this 
week by one of the large manufacturing companies. For 
desirable news paper contracts 2.20 to 2.25c. are the figures 
furnished by the same company. Last week the sales 
agent of a competing company said that he might accept 
good contracts as low as 2.15c. From the smaller news 
mills word comes that for business that they can handle 
some low quotations f. o. b. mill have been sent out again 
this week. The jobbers report that the demand for ma- 
nilas is fairly active, although consumers are not buying 
for future needs. The cheaper grades are weak in price. 
The leading higher priced stocks are quite firm, and are 
in good demand. The book paper market continues un- 
satislactory to many manufacturers and dealers. How- 
ever, some of the leading factors in the book market re- 
port the closing of large contracts this week at good 
prices. Business in writings is not very brisk, so the 
dealers report. The demand for boards is also said to be 
poor, and some complaint is made that cutting is going 
on in some grades.
